Another Battleship for the China 
Station. 

His Majesty's fine new armoured battle- 
ship Albion, Cape. WW, W. Hewett. arrived 
here Srom Sheerness in the esrly Lown of 
thitmorning, The Adbien will be empiloy- 
ed in Chinese waters, together with her 
sister ships the “ory and Guiuth.  Shubns 
asplendid appeaance, and is wearing the 
grim war paint which is shortly to be donn- 
ed by all the vessels of the Mritish Navy. 

The Albion, having been launched we 
Blackwall on June 21, 1898, was delivend 
by the contractors during the past year, 
and began her trials an March Lt, 1901, 
with the following results :—The vessel left
